The meeting of the ratepayers call 
ed for Monday night was attended 
by only eight. Messrs. Vigar and 
Trego carried a motion that Mr. E 
Griesbach occupy the chair, who up- 
on taking that important position 
stated that the object of the meeting 
was to learn the financial%tondition 
of affairs, particularly with regard 
to the town’s payment of taxes to 
the school and to discuss school af 
fairs in general. He said at the last 
meeting, as a trustee, he had refus- 
ed to accept Dr, Rose’s resignation 
as secretary-treasurer until the fin- 
ances were straightened out and 
everything made plain. He regret- 
ted Mr James and Mr Ramsbottom 
were not present as trustees to take 
part in the meeting. He wanted to 
know why the annual meeting had 
not been held and said that the rea- 
son he had not complained before 
was that he wanted to wait until Dr 
Rose returned from his eastern trip. 

Dr. Rose said he was ready to 
answer any questions regarding the’ 
finances and explain everything he 
had any connection with, 

Mr Griesbach then stated he had 

* heard that Mr. Ostrander, an ex- 
trustee, had said that the town-had’ 
kept back $500 fromy,tH@ school 
board and he called orf Mr Trego to 
substantiate the report. 

Mr. Trego stated that he believed 
this correct. 

Acting secretary Johnston on _re- 
quest showed that the town had 
paid $1000 in July 1911, $1000 in 
September 1912 and $2000 in Dec- 
ember 1912, which comprised all 
due to the school. 

it was couended the payment % 
July 1912 was paid before it was 
due and the one in December 1912 
after it was due,which was thought 
about balanced all interest. 

There still being a question in 
some minds it ‘was explained that 
the Town Council acted as one in- 
dividual for the town and that if 
the town had waited to collect all 
taxes due by ratepayers the school 
would still be waiting. In other 
words the council was obliged by 
law to pay the schopl all the taxes 
due whether the town had collected 
them or not. 

Coming back to Mr. Ostrander’s 
statement Mr. Trego said he had 
been requested by a number of 
farmers to probe into the statement 
and find out if it were correct. 
Whereupon a letter was read from 
Mr Ostrander admitting that Jast 
October he had stated to some there 
was money due the school from the 
town, but that he had made no 
such statement to Mr.Greisbach,and 
in which he severely criticised Mr. 
Greisbach for bringing up the state 
ment now. This about ended the 
financial discussion. 

The different teachers next came 
in for considerable discussion, both 
past and present. ~ Some thought 
there were t00 many teachers foi 
number of pupils, while others 
contended that the number of 
grades required four if not more 
teachers. It was shown that for 
the number of pupils the govern- 
ment grant did not provide for four 
teachers. The principal and his 
staff were severely critized and 
some contended that by the results 
of the examinations they siould be 
judged. Others thought differently 
and said in their opinion the pres- 
ent Plingipal was the best Gleichen 
ever bad, and further pointed out 
the irregular manner in which the 
pupils attended school made it 
most difficult for the teachers to 
show results, 

The financial report published 
in the CaLi was discussed, ‘The 
The school grounds and repairs be: 
ing the principal subject and it 
wrs shown that a fire guard had 
been plowed around the sehool and 
considerable money spent in an 
effort to improve the heating of the 
school, In this Mr. Fearman and 
and the Board were rather severely 
criticised for not supplying a good 
system of heating. However, the 
meeting broke up without anything 
definite being done. 

The school inspector’s report be- 
ing vead it signified that in his 
opinion a fourth teacher was not 
required here, which is to be taken 
up at the next Board meeting.

“An Act respecting Agreements for 
the Sale of Farm Machinery’? and 
reads as follows :- 

‘*His Majesty, by and ‘with the 
consent! of the Legislative Assembly 
of the Province of; Alberta,enacts as 
follows: ° 

1—This Act may be cited as‘ ‘The 
Farm Machinery Act.’’ 

2—"'Farm Machinery’? in this 
Act shall mean any and every im- 
plement and machine purchased by 
a farmer for use upon any farm, 
and without in any. way restricting 
this meaning shall include all en- 
gines, threshing machines, steam 
plows, binders and mowers. 

8—No covenant, proviso, stipula- 
tion or condition in any agreement 
(whether under seal, verbal or writ- 
ten) shall be binding upon the pur- 
chaser of farm machinery, provided 
@ court or judge shall decide or de- 
clare that such covenat, proviso stip- 
ulation or condition is,under all the 
facts and circumstances of the cuse 
unreasonable. 

4—Notwithstanding anything con 
tained in any agreement to the con- 
trary, the vendor sha!l be respunsi- 
ble for all representations made by 
his agent or ageuts during the ne- 
gotiations of sale, and any and all 
Persons conducting negotiations on 
behalf of vendor which terminate in 
an actual sale shall be deemed to be 
agents of the vendor.
